AN  UN8ATISFIED  CLAIM 


(By  Wm.  Lunsford,  Cor  See.) 

Why  should  not  (he  claim  of  the  retired  min¬ 
ister  be  regarded  as  a  sacred  obligation?  A  part 
of  the  understanding  made  between  him  and  his 
denomination,  when  the  hands  of  ordination  were 
laid  on  him,  when  he  vowed  to  give  himself  solely 
to  Cod  and  the  work  of  the  eburchee.  to  preach 
the  Gospel,  administer  the  ordinances,  visit  the 
sick,  comfort  the  sorrowing,  and  shepherd  his 
flock  In  the  light  and  teaching  of  the  New  Testa¬ 
ment? 

When  he  turned  away  from  this  Important 
event  in  his  life,  was  there  not  an  implied  prom¬ 
ise  on  the  part  of  his  denomination  to  give  him 
a  comfortable  support?  A  promise  too  often  neg¬ 
lected  and  forgotten.  • 

Chivalry  and  Honor  Involved. 

Some  of  the  sweetest  memories  of  your  life 
point  back  to  the  days  of  a  never  to  be  forgotten 
pasto*.  He  was  the  friend  of  your  childhood.  He 
led  you  to  Christ.  He  stood  by  your  side  through 
some  Bethany  shadow,  and  his  tears  fell  with 
youra  on  the  grave  of  your  dead.  A  noble  lay¬ 
man  keys: 

"When  a  minister  by  his  ordination  vows  has 
voluntarily  closed  the  avenues  by  which  men  or¬ 
dinarily  achieve  a  competency,  and  afterward*  be¬ 
come  mentally  or  physically  disqualified  for  his 
high  office  or  is  laid  aside  by  the  Infirmities  of 
age,  he  has  a  right  to  claim  support  from  the 
Cfcurqh.  We  cannot  afford  to  break  our  solemn 
pledge.  Our  names  are  on  the  bond  and  our 
Master  is  our  endorser.  Do  we  propose  to  let  His 
not  go  to  protest?” 

The  claim  for  those  who  have  spent  their 
lives  In  the  service  of  our  Master  and  ourselves, 
and  cruelly  called  the  "worn  out  preacher”  ap¬ 
peals  to  the  best  that  Is  In  us,  not  as  a  charity, 
but  as  a  moral  obligation.  He  la.  Indeed  poor  in 
purse,  but  so  rich  in  experience  that  the  noblest 
might  covet.  The  unwritten  history  of  the  aged 
minister  would.  If  presented  to  our  view,  disclose 
such  a  record  of  self-denial  as  to  make  his  appeal 
almost  the  first  In  its  worth  and  sacredneea.  And 
whne  he  dies,  how  sad  and  perplexing  is  often  the 
lot  of  his  widow. 

A  Moving  Appeal. 

There  are  numerous  objects  of  benevolence, 
and  all  must  receive  their  Just  share  Of  attention, 
but  no  one  will  move  more  deeply  the  tendered 
sympathy  of  the  people  than  the  appeal  which  has 
for  Its  object  the  claim  of  those  ministers  of 
Christ  who  have  sunk  under  the  burden  and  heat 
of  the  day.  Many  of  them  are  slow  to  make  their 
wants  known,  and  they  travel  on  through  patient, 
anxious  months,  waiting  for  the.  un-bldden  rav¬ 
ens.  which  come  on  noiseless  wings  from  above. 

Take  this  instance,  cited  by  another,  who 
knew  a  minister  and  tenderly  loved  him:  "He  was 
contesit  to  occupy  a  comparatively  humble  field. 
There  he  did  a  noble  service  for  God  and  souls 
He  was  a  good  preacher  and  a  loving,  sympathe¬ 
tic  pastor;  but  slckneaa  came.  He  resigned  his 
field  and  went  to  live  In  a  quiet  place,  where  h* 
hoped  to  receive  health  and  resume  his  work.

TOUCH  NOT.  TASTE  NOT. 


No.  this  Is  not  a  total  abstinence  pledge;  tar 
from  It.'  It  la  a  passage  of  scripture  which  haa 
sometimes  been  abused  to  perform  that  office. 
Alas  and  alack,  it  U  not  the  only  scripture  which 
has  been  employed  in  the  pulpit  and  out  of  It 
to  teafh  something  which  God  its  author  never 
had  iq  mind.  This  wtouch  not.  taste  not"  verse 
may  be  more  naturally  uaad  to  forbid  the  sign¬ 
ing  of  pledges  of  abstinence,  or  “swearing  off" 
or  making  good  resolutions  not  to  do  or  continua 
to  do  certain  things  which  we  consider  wrong. 

It  sounds  like  a  quotation  from  some  Eaeenlc 
society  or  Ascetic  association  which  the  Apostle 
Paul  reproduces  only  to  condemn.  Indeed  If  he  is 
to  be  taken  liberally,  he  seems  to  condemn  any 
solemn  pledgea  to  refrain  from  fleahiy  Indul¬ 
gences.  To  quote  him:  "Why  do  ye  subject  your¬ 
selves  to  ordinances,  Handle  not,  nor  taste,  nor 
touch,  after  the  precepts  and  doctrines  of  men! 
Which  things  have  a  ahow  of  wisdom  In  wtll- 
worahlp,  and  humility,  and  severity  tu  the  body; 
but  are  not  of  any  value  against  the  Indulgence 
of  the  flesh." 

Doesn’t  that  sound  like  a  warning  against 
tying  yourself  up  (or  down)  with  pledges?  And 
that's  what  it  is.  The  great  temptatlea  in  relig¬ 
ion  la  to  substitute  rules  for  life,  legislation  for 
regeneration,  restrictions  for  conviction*,  re¬ 
straint  tor  constraint,  in  short  lafc  for  gospel. 
Paul  cut  short  the  argument  in  one  place  with 
the  almost  impatient  expression,  "For  neither  is 
circnniceslon  anything,  nor  unclrcumcislon,  but 
a  new  creation."  in  the  same  letter  (Oal.)  he 
had  said  In  Christ  Jesus,  neither  circumcesion 
avatleth  anything  nor  uurlrcumceelon;  but  faith 
working  through  love. 

With  vety  many  people  religion  it  an  accep¬ 
tance  of  certain  formulas  and  conformity  to  cer¬ 
tain  rules.  And  don't  you  Imagine  that  Baptists 
are  immune  from  thla  sort  of  thing.  How  many 
of  our  churches  are  cumbered  with  a  “covenant." 
and  le  it  no'  a  substitute  for  the  Bible  as  a  stan¬ 
dard  of  discipline  and  Is  It  not  appealed  to  aa 
the  motive  for  Christian  conduct?  It  becomes  the 
whip  to  conscience,  taking  the  place  of  the  law 
of  the  spirit  of  life  within  us.  It  le  man’s  method 
of  working  on  people  In  the  absence  of  Ood'e 
working  In  them.  Here  lies  the  aecret  and  origin  i 
of  the  error.  When  the  Inward  spirit  Is  lacking, 
the  outward  restraints  become  substitutes,  per¬ 
haps  neceksltiea. 

But  thla  defect  Is  not  confined  to  one  manlfee- 
tntlon.  Jew  and  Gentile  alike  have  drifted  Into 
religious  Observance  Instead  of  the  “weightier 
matters,"  into  outward  regulations  Instead  of  j 
giving  for  pirns  that  which  la  within.  This  made 
Pharisaism  and  made  it  a  curse.  This  makes 
Hindu  ascetics  and  fakirs,  the  oriental  holy  med. 
whose  sanctity  la  mostly  filth,  long  hair  and 
finger  nails. 

One  modern  type  la  the  man  whose  religion 
consists  mostly  of  “don't*"  instead  of  doing,  of 
prohibitions  instead  of  progressive  ministry. 
Thla  is  indeed  the  fault  and  weakness  against 
which  the  apostle  warns  in  hla  remarks  about 
carnal  ordinances  such  as  “Touch  not  and  taste 
not.”  He  does  not  mean  that  there  are  no  re¬ 
straints  to  be  put  upon  appetite  and  passion;  nor 
that  it  is  necessarily  wrong  to  pledge  oneself  to 
abstinence,  but  that  a  merely  negative  morality 
Is  not  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ.  That  when  one 
ha«  trimmed  down  all  offenalve  excreasences  of 
the  flesh  and  pruned  away  all  the  outstanding 
and  vulgar  manifestations  of  Immorality,  he 
may  be  still  far  from  the  kingdom.  He  may  elim¬ 
inate  everything  which  would  offend  the  flneat 
aesthetic  taste  to  find  at  last  that  though  there 
may  be  a  show  of  wisdom  In  will  worship  and  hu¬ 
mility  and  severity  to  the  body.  It  will  be  of  no 
value  against  the  indulgence  of  the  flesh. 

Even  yet  we  may  not  have  reached  the  full  In¬ 
terpretation  of  the  scripture.  We  must  go  furth¬ 
er.  Christianity  is  not  merely  negative,  not  prl-  | 
marlly  negative  at  all,  but  positive  In  its  pur-

He  will  plan  the  Itlnpr- 
ery  of  the  campaign  workers,  and  will  see|  to 
It  that  each  Team  Captain  In  hla  turn  serves  as 
a  guide  and  general  helper  to  the  campaign 
workers  while  they  are  visiting  the  chiirche^  In 
his  group. 

3.  The  Team  Captains — It  will  be  the  d|uy 
of  the  team  Captain  to* select  a  leading  member 
of  each  church  In  his  group  who  Is  to  act)  as 
committeeman  from  the  church.  He  will  s^nd 
to  this  committeeman  copies  of  the  program  for 
distribution,  posters  to  be  tacked  up  in  public 
places,  etc.  He  will  request  him  lo  have  annuqce- 
ments  made  of  the  campaign  at  tye!  serviced  of 
the  church  in  advance  of  the  date,  land  alsej  at 
the  public  schools,  and  other  gatherings.  He  tvil! 
also  request  the  committeeman  of  each  church 
to  have  a  carefully  revised  copy  of  the  church 
membership  roll  prepared  and  bring  It  to  the 
meeting  when  the  campaign  workers  visit  !the 
church. 

The  Team  Captain  will  also  write  the  pastor 
of  each  church  In  his  group,  or  see  him  In  person, 
snd  urge  upon  him  the  Importance  of  being  pres¬ 
ent  when  the  workers  visit  hit  church. 

The  value  ot  the  campaign  will  depend  upon 
tbe  attendance  of  the  people  on  the  meetings  nt 
the  churches.  This  will  depend  largely  upon  the 
faithful  work  or  the  Team  Captain. 

VI.— THE  CAMPAIGN  WORKERS. 

The  Campaign  Workers  will  be  selected  And 
secured  by  the  District  Worker  In  to-operat)ion 
with  the  County  Committeeman.  The  Convention 
Board  will  gladly  assist  In  securing  help  for  this 
campaign.  The  needs  of  the  churches  In  (he 
county  In  which  the  campaign  Is  being  conduct¬ 
ed  will  somewhat  determine  the  class  of  workers 
to  be  used.

From  Canton  and  the  South  China  Mission  Con¬ 
ference  we  returned  to  Shanghai.  The  “Ecua¬ 
dor”  of  the  Pacific  Mall  Line  proved  to  be  a  mast 
comfortable  boat  and  we  had  the  pleasure  of  the 
delightful  company  of  Brother  and  Sister  J.  T. 
Wllllatps.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  R.  E  Chambers.  Dr. 
George  Leavell  and  Brothers  Hal  Buckner,  John 
W.  Lowe  and  X'B.  Hlppa. 

The  purpose  of  this  return  to  Shanghai  before 
turning  our  faces  homeward  was  to  hold  an  Intar- 
Mtsslon  Conference  This  Conference  grew  out 
of  Conferences  of  the  five  Missions  In  the  Orient 
with  the  Corresponding!)  Secretary  and  waa  plan¬ 
ned  for  the  purpose  of  n  more  unified,  comprehen¬ 
sive,  Inclusive  .and  economical  Southern  Baptist 
Program  for  the  Far  East  If  the  work  which 
covers  so  large  a  field  and  Is  conducted  by  so 
widely  scattered  forces  Is  left  to  Individual  Initia¬ 
tive  or  even  Indepent  station  or  mission  action  al¬ 
together.  embarrassment  and  even  peril  are  In¬ 
evitable.  it  Is  essential  for  the  best  results  In 
mission  work  that  the  work  In  one  section  of  the 
field  shall  be  planned  with  reference  to  the  entire 
field  and  not  one  small  part  of  It  As  tbe  process 
of  Institutionalising  our  work  has  gone  forward 
new  Institutions  have  sprung  up  with  growing  de¬ 
mands  for  maintenance  and  without  reference  to 
the  necessity  of  the  work  .as  n  whole.

Other  denominations  have  strong  Institutions 
in  Shanghai.  St.  Johns  College  being  perhaps  the 
greatest  and  most  wldel  yknown  of  these.  Amer¬ 
ican  Baptists,  North  and  South,  conduct  hero 
the  Shanghai  Baptist  College  and  Seminary,  and 
Southern  Baptlsta  have  other  schools  which  are 
giving  a  splendid  account  of  themselves,  Includ¬ 
ing  the  Ellxah  Yates  Girls’  School  and  the  Ming 
Jang  Boys’  Academy  and  the  Contonese  School 
for  which,  through  tie  generosity  of  Mrs.  Sea¬ 
man.  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Tales,  a  new  and  splen¬ 
did  property  haa  just  been  secured.  With  a  quite 
limited  additional  equipment  compared  with  the 
work  these  Southern  Baptist  8chools  are  doing 
we  can  have  entirely  self-supporting  educational 
work  of  a  great  magnitude  and  of  inestimable 
value  to  our  cause.  There  are  no  better  echool 
women  In  China  than  Southern  Baptists  have  In 
Shanghai  and  tbelr  efflclnency  and  success  ought 
to  provoke  ua  to  supply  the  equipment  which 
they  need  and  with  which  they  will  make  a 
denomatratlon  In  self-support  of  educational 
work  In  China  which  will  constitute  a  lesson  of 
highest  value  to  all  our  mission  work.

Another  question  sometimes  asked  concerning 
Clarke  College,  la,  "How  dost  the  college  manage 
to  run?*’  This  question  has  been  asked  by  those 
who  have  had  the  responsibility  of  financing  other 
educational  institutions  as  well  as  by  others.  It 
Is  a  problem.  Especially  for  the  past  few.  years 
have  we  heard  of  the  struggle  our  Institutions  have 
had  to  make  buckle  and  tongue  meet  Institu¬ 
tions  with  large  endowments  have  faced  serious 
problems,  and  the  advanced  prices  and  expenses 
have  perplexed  schools  with  overflowing  dormi¬ 
tories.  Yet,  in  the  midst  of  these  conditions. 
Clarke  College  has  not  cost  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion  or  the  denomination  at  large  one  cent  for  run- 
nlng  expenses  since  it  was  accepted  by  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  (Please  read  that  again.) 

What  Is  the  answer?  Is  It  because  the  college 
has  employed  Inferior  men  and  women  aa  teach¬ 
ers?  Almost  without  exception,  the  teachers  of 
Clarke  College  have  gone  out  to  larger  and  more 
responsible  places  when  they  left  here.  Did 
these  teachers  make  teaching  a  secondary  matter 
while  here?  Judge  a  tree  by  its  frult*|  Students 
from  Clarke  College  are  making  good  In  all  walks 
of  life.  For  many  years  our  boys  hare  more  than 
held  their  own  In  lnter-colleglate  debate*.  Two 
former  students  of  Clarke  College  have  represent¬ 
ed  Mississippi  College  In  Inter-oollaglate  oratori¬ 
cal  contests  and  each  took  flrat  place.  Our  young 
men  and  young  women  are  found  among  the  lead¬ 
ers  In  the  school  room,  In  the  office,  in  the  shop 
and  In  tbo  forum.  They  have  made  good  aa  sol¬ 
diers.  One  of  the  graduates  of  the  college  was 
for  more  than  a  year,  a  Major  on  General  Persh¬ 
ing's  staff.
